I have read with interest Mr. H. 
L. Stafford's Dtter in one recent 
issue of the JOURNAL, and want to 
add of Ihe benefit that 1 acquired 
through ihe sign-language.

In the 
meantime, my parents visited 
several schools for the deaf in the

establish a day school here, as the 
law required it, to train the deaf 
cl ihlren to talk and read lips. 
There were about ten children in 
the school and it existed about ten 
years, Fine oral method wag 00 1 j 
used there, and the result thai 1 
had been there ten years, was a 
total failure. 1 knew very little in 
History and Arithmetic, when 
1 first went to Kendall School in 
Washington, D. C, At the age of 
eighteen years. Mr. James Dei 
the late principal of ihe school, 
kindly took me into his class (High), 
otherwise I would have been sent 
to pa rim is with little children. 

Al that time 1 knew nut one 
and had to use pad and pencil with 
the boys. l>iu> of them, a very 
bright boy id' fifteen f age, 

now a prominent principal of a 
school in the West, and whoa u< 
fully passed his eittr.-i mina 

lion to the college, tried to make 
me understand his sign-language, 
but to no avail, and called me a 
blockhead, but 1 did not know al 
Aral what was meant.

Jan. 17, 1914 — Superintendent 
Jones is a strong believer in the 
manual training of the pupils of his 

school, and ('specially so in thOM 
who show a lack of inability to do 
good work in the school room. To 
cany out his point be secured the 
co-operation of the Hoard of Ad 
ministration to pay more attention to 
trade work. The old bindery build- 
ing was refilled and machinery 
installed of the latest improved pat- 
terns. But best of all a competent 
Inatmotiom were planed In charge 
to teach the boys in Hie craft. A 
writer for the Ohfo Stale Journal 
recently visited the shop and gives 
these impressions in its Monday's 
issue: 

Whal il is in the feel of a saw, a 
plane or a chisel that awakens dor- 
mant faculties in the mind that fail 
to respond to the Ordinary avenues 
Of appeal in Hip schoolroom, is a 
question over which psychologists 

may dispute, bnt it has come to he 
a recognized fact io such an extent 

that carpentry, woodworking and 

joining have not only been added to 

the regnlar work nl the State School 
for the Deaf, but they have la-en 
made compulsory In two years of 
the boy's school life. 

Superintendent Jones made a 
special study for several years of 
the subnormal mind of deaf chil- 
dren In its relation to classroom work 
and in relation Io manual training. 

He found that there was often a 
response to the work with the hand 
when what, is ordinarily Considered 
school work faile I to aiou-e inter- 
est or to produce results. 

DEPARTMENT HAS GROWTH. 

The cabinet department i as been 

growing for years in the school, 

and, with the hegluniiui of the [ire- 
sent school year, it has been ampli- 
fied and made part of the required 
work for all the boys attending 
school. Work In the wood-turning 
shops wits found so practical with 
students who were subnormal, 
mentally, that it was extended. 
After two years spent in the shops, 

the boys may elect to continue it 

they wish, in Hie cabinet- makint' 
ik, but all must take fit least two 
veins' work. 

The state recently has installed 

♦3,0Mi worth of machinery and this 
amount will be increased probably 
before the present school year ex- 
pires. The old bindery, which has 
been abandoned by the Slate Print- 
ing Department, is being utilized 

for the work. A new floor is being 
Ih'uI, the basi nt Is being cement 

ed and Individual motors foi the 
machines are installed on a cement 
foundation. 

The machines now ready for use 
arc: Sander, band saw, morlicer, 
plaoer, rip saw, joiner, tenoner, 

wood worker, lathe and glue table. 

The boys are at work making ft 
huge number of work benches, so 
thai each will have a separate 

bench during bis class boor. These 
will tie completed in the course of a 
couple of weeks and will be install* 

I'd as soon as the reflooring work is 

done.

The work is in charge of W. VV. 
King, a deaf man, who graduated 

from Ihe Philadelphia School for 
Deaf and then won a scholarship in 
the Drcxcl Institute in competition 
willi L0 bearing men. He is not 
Only an expert wood worker and 
machinist, but a draftsman. All 
the work, to the simplest bits, is 
turned OUl I ding to accurate 

drawing

Superintendent Jones is enthusi- 
astic over the results that have been 
attained thus far. lie expects 
shoilly to fit up a shop especially for 
the boys that are ad minted below 
the normal in intellect, lie has 
found that minds often develope 
under the stimulus of this work 

that do not respond at all, or but 
feebly, to the usual classroom 
studies. 

In connection with the furniture 
work, It is a purpose shortly to in- 
stall an upholstery department Al- 
ready the boys have supplied a great 
deal of the furniture needed by 
the institution, and, when Ihe new 
department is equipped, it is be- 
lieved that everything required in 
the furniture line can and will be 
turned out.
